On the right is the hero, seated, dressed in armour and 
crowned with a laurel wreath; behind him stands a 
soldier in a plumed helmet, with a long spear, and above 
is the angel, with a sprig of a healing herb; in front of 
him kneels a physician, supporting the wounded foot,
